2,000 LUNATICS 
MENACED BY FIRE 


Illinois Central Hospital 
for Insane Destroyed. | 


| Many of Patichts Escaped and 


Are Roaming Streets Thinly 
Clad---It Is Also Possible That 
Some Perished in the Burning 
Hospital. | | 


Jacksonville, Ill., December 21.—Fire 
in the Central Hospital for the Insane 
here tonight destroyed the north wing 
of the institution, for hours threaten- 
ed destruction to other portions, and 
for a time caused much anxiety to 
officials of the institution in’ prevent- 
ing panic among the patients. It Is 
believed that a few patients escaped. 


} There were about 2,000 persons in the 


asylum. 

When the fire broke out in the north 
annex soon after 8 o’clock, some of 
the patients fled, but the asylum au- 
thorities soon systematized the re- 
removal of the inmates from the burn- 
ing wing to another portion of the 
hospital. 

Fire Burned Fiercely. 


The fire in the north wing burned 
fiercely, and ‘the local fire department 
fought it with difficulty, several fire- 
men: being injured. by falling walis 
within the first half hour. It was near 
midnight before the fire was under 
control. 3 

The patients from one end of the 
asylum to the other became greatly 
excited, .and those who were freed 
from the burning section gave the’ 
guards and volunteers much concern. 
Several men and women escaped while 
being transferred from the burning 
portion, some of them being captured 
before they could reach the streets 
surrounding the asylum grounds, and 
others being found in the outlying 
streets of the city. Some women were 
found, thinly clad, sitting on curb- 
stcnes half a mile from the asylum.

DESPERATE FIGHTING 
FOR SEVERAL HOURS 


Many Killed and Wounded and 
Many Prisoners Taken---It Is 
Believed in Washington That 
Victory of Insurgents Means 
Madriz Must Resign the Pres- 
idency. 


Washington, January 21.—Zelaya’s 
troops were routed today by the Nica- 
raguan revolutionists, commanded by 
General Estrada, in a fierce battle at 
Rama, lasting several hours, according 
to advices received here this afternoon, 
The battle is to be renewed tomorrow, 
the advices say, and the Estrada army 
will bend all efforts to compel the un-« 
conditional surrender of the governe 
ment forces. 

Victory Is Complete. 

From revolutionary sources it fs ree 

ported that the victory over the Zelayan 


The state department has received 
word from Thomas H. Moffat, United 
States consul at Bluefields that Estrada 
has “partially routed and defeated the 
forces of Zelaya.’ It is agreed, how- 
ever, that moral effect of such Iinittal 
Success on the part of the revolution« 
ists can hardly be exaggerated. 

The first announcement of the suce 
cess of the Estrada army came in @ 
cablegram to Dr. Castrille, the repre- 
sentative here of the provisional gov-~ 
ernment. It wag signed “Diaz.” Diaz 
ig secretary of state of the provisional 
government. The cablegram sgalid: 

“Complete victory is ours, Zelaya’s 
troops are in rétreat.”’ 


Many Killed and Wounded. 


Later the state department gave out 
the. following message from Consul 
Moffat, which had been sent by wire- 
less telegraph from Colon: 

“Estrada forces at Tatubla and Rec- 
reo, near Rama, commanded by Gen- 
eral Mena at the former prace, and Gen- 
erals Chamorro, Mattuty and Forns E. 
Diaz atthe latter place, partially routed 
and defeated the forces of Zelaya, after 
desperate fighting of several hours. 
The Zelayan forces. were commanded 
by General Gonzales. A great many 
were killed, the number being wun- 
known; many hundred were wounded, 
and 150 prisoners were taken ‘by the 
revolutionists. The Zelayan troops at 
Recreo have occupied what has been 
considered a strong position. Estrada 
is confident of defeating the enemy 
when he renews the attack tomorrow, 
and of forcing their surrender.” 

Estrada Played Waiting Game. 

For days the two armies have been 
lying practically idle in their trenches 
around Rama, skirmishes only marring 
the peace. Estrada played a waiting 
game. When Zelaya abdicated and 
practically dictated the election of Dr, 
Madriz as his successor, Estrada, ac- 
cording to his diplomatic friends here, 
determined to strike. 

Accordingly he moved hig army for- 
ward yesterday and took the field ac- 
tively against his enemy. Dr. Castrillo 
and his friends look forward confident~ 
ly to a complete victory tomorrow, and 
the beginning of the march of the vice 
torious army on the capital. 

None of the officials of the state 
department would tonight discuss the 
reported victory of Estrada.

PRESIDENT OF NICARAGUA 

Managua, December 21.—Jose Madriz 
was inaugurated today as president of 
Nicaragua. The ceremony was held at 
the palace instead of at the parliament 
‘building. Ex-President Zelaya was 
kept waiting fifteen minutes by Dr. 
Madriz, who .eptered the hall accom- 
panied by Julian Irias, minster gen- 
eral. : 

Zelaya, who wore the order of the 
legion of honor, made a brief speech, 
saying: 

“I entreat the Nicaraguans to rally 
to the support of President Madriz, 
who has made a vow for the early 
termination of the fratricidal war. I 
wish to pay tribute to the ability and 
integrity of my successor. I am con- 
fident that his administration will be 
beneficial.” 

No demonstration attended the cere- 
mony, but the words of the new presi- 
dent were greeted with applause. 

Madriz Makes Pledge. 

In accepting office he said: 

“Tl assume the presidency unmoved 
by personal ambition, but by the spirit 
of a good son going to the rescue of 
his beloved mother, harassed and im- 
periled. I shajl not be able to re- 
store peace and prosperity unaided, and 
I ask for the assistance of ail true 
patriots. My aim shall be to make 
Nicaragua a united family and my pro- 
gram peace with honor, justice and 
liberty and the maintenance of 
friendly relations with foreign nations 
and particularly with Central America.” 

The oath of office was administered 
by the president of congress, after 
which salutes were fired by the artil- 
lery, accompanied by the ringing of 
church bells. Later groups of men 
paraded the streets, crying “Death to 
Zelaya,” ‘Viva Estrada.” There was 
no interference by the police. 

Reports are current here that a 
battle has been fought in the vicinity 
of Rama. 

Americans Ask Protection. 

- Managua, Nicaragua, December 21.— 
The United States consulate today re- 
ceived a plea for protection for Ameri- 
cans at Granada, The petition, signed 
by many prominent residents, includ- 
ing several United States citizen, asked 
that United States marines be embark- 
ed at Corinto immediately and sent top 
Granada, to defend threatened interests 
there. 

Granada is one of President Madriz’s 
strongholds.

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ALABAMA TOWN 


To Prevent an Attack by 
Armed Negroes. 


State Troops Seem to Have the 
Situation m Hand at Magno- 
lia---Alleged Negroes Planned 
to Burn Town for Revenge. 
33 Negroes Held in Stockade. 


Magnolia, Ala., December 21.—With 
state troops and armed deputies pgtrol- 
ling the streets and the public roads 
leading into the town, and with thirty- 
three of the negro ringleaders cor 
ralled in an improvised stockade, the 
threatened race war is now believed to 


have been averted. 

Excitement, however, has not been 
altogether allayed, and tonight every 
white man’s house in Magnolia and 
for several miles around is guarded 
against threatened revengeful acts on 
the part of negroes who resent the 
burning yesterday of Clint Montgom- 
ery, one of the four negro desperadoes, 
brothers, charged with the killing Sat- 
urday night of Algernon Lewis. 

Planned to Burn Town. 

This section for miles around was 
stirred this morning by reports that 
the negroes were planning to attack 
the town tonight, burn the residences 
and murder every white person they 
could find. The reports were apparently 
well founded, and by 3 o’clock this 
afternoon Magnolia was filled with 
armed white men, and a serious clash 
with the negroes was imminent. 

Doubtless the arrival of the seventy- 
five soldiers here at 6 o’clock prevented 
bloodshed. Several of the negroes co"- 
nected with the alleged plot to burn 
the town had already been apprehend- 
ed, and only the cooler heads among 
the citizens and Sheriff Grant and 
seventy-five armed deputies prevented 
summary vengeance being meted out to 
the negroes before the Selma troops 
reached here. The officers assert that 
they have matters well in hand tonight. 

Overheard Negroes Plotting. 

Last night Sam Shields, a relative 
of the four white men shot by Clint 
Montgomery yesterday, reported that 
he overheard a number of negroes plot- 
ting a systematic attack upon the whites. 
There was a large gathering of the 
negroes at a house near town, and Mr. 
Shields says they planned to go from 
hcuse to house in Magnolia applying 
the torch and killing the occupants as 
they made effort to escape from the 
flames. Runners were sent out after 
midnight conveying this information 
to the whites. 

It was learned that for several weeks 
past the negroes have been purchasing 
firearms, and this added color to the 
reports that they were planning a 
combined attack upon the whites. 

Incited Negro Societies. 3 

A visit was made today to the home 
of Dick Montgomery, father of the 
four brothers, whose acts 
the present strained conditions, but he 
was not found. He is prominent in 
negro secret societies, and the report 
spread this afternoon that he was 
rounding up members of his lodges in 
the outlying country for the purpose 
of making a determined attack upon 
the whites of Magnolia. 


MACON MERCHANTS 
STUNG. BY SYRIANS 


Dublin, Ga., December 21.—(Special.) 
Three members of Dublin's Syrian 
colony, all merchants, heave left the 
city, and it is said that several whole- 
sale firms in Macon and elsewhere are 
out many thousands of dollars because 
of a too-confiding trust in the commer- 
cial integrity of the foreigners. 

The three Syrians are brothers, George, 
John and Alex. Fishfish, and for sev- 
eral years they did business on Jack- 
son street, the main business thorough- 
fare of Dublin. They sold clothing, 
shoes, notions, etc., and there is no 
question but that they did a fine busi- 
ness here. 

But this fall they seemed tc have 
tried to get rich too fast. They began 
early to run cut-price “bargain” sales 
at their three places of business, and 
the manner in which they _§ slashed 
prices did considerable harm to the 
legitimate merchants of Dublin. 

More than a week ago two of the 
Fishfishes ieft their places of business, 
after drawing out of:the banks amounts 
estimated at anywhere from teh to 
thirty thousand dcllars. Saturday night 
the third one left his store, and no- 
body’ knows what has become of him. 

Yesterday morning Marsha! Riley of 
the United States court of Macon, came 
down and closed up all the establish- 
ments.

GEORGIAN SERVING A LIFE TERM 
GETS CHRISTMAS GIFT FROM TAFT 


Washington, December 21.—Eight 
Christmas gifts in the way of pardons 
and commutations of sentences grant- 
ed by President Taft were announced 
at the department of justice today. 

As an incident of the land frauds 
which sprang up “against non-resident 
owners and were carried on by squat- 
ters in southern Georgia, Charles 
Clements was convicted of conspiracy 
and murder committed at Normandale, 
and sentenced early tn 1891 to im- 
prisonment for life. President Taft 
has commuted the sentence to expire 
immediately. 

Pardons were granted in two North 
Carolina postoffice cases, those of 
John T. Leonard, sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment for breaking into 
the office at Dunn, and that of Charley 
Williams, sentenced for a like term 


for a similar offense. 
A pardon. restoring civil rights has 
been granted Albert Smith, sentenced 


a dozen years ago at Paris; Texas, to 
a brief term of imprisonment for re- 
ceiving stolen property. 

James and Lincoln Woife, full-blood- 
ed Cherokees, in prison for iife for 
murder, had their sentences. com- 
muted to expire at once. The attorney 
general says it seems clear the In- 
dians were convicted on evidence mis- 
leading and only partly true. 

If his conduct remains good until May 
28. 1910, the sentence of five years’ im- 
prisonment, which ordinarily would exe 
pire November 28, 1910, will then be 
commuted in the case of Eugene Rob- 
inson, alias E E. Robinson. convicted 
at Antlers, I, T., for burglary and lar- 
ceny. 

The p-vesident has commuted to ex- 
pire immediately the sentence of eight 
years’ imprisonment imposed in the 
case of S. B. Hudson, convicted at Sal- 
liswa, I. T., for carnal knowledge.

ness against her aunt, Mrs. Pearl Arm- 
strong, who is in the Floyd county 
ja ilcharged with the murder of her 
husband, George Armstrong, Prosecut- 


or Bulleit said tonight that he had, 


been unable to conclude whether the 
girl is deluded or whether she has a 
motive for falsely accusing her aunt 
of a systematically executed poisoning. 

Under the long and rigid question- 
ing of the prosecutor the girl held 
to her narrative that she knew her 
aunt intended to rid herself of her 
husband so that she “could have 4 
better time.” and that after making 
him 1l] by dosing him with calomel 
and vinegar she had ‘given him, in the 
guise of medicine, a rat poison, cap- 
sules filled with carbolic acid, and 
finally, an hour before his death, soon 
after midday, a quantity of strychnine. 

Under the direction of the coroner, 
the stomach of the dead man was re- 
moved and sent to the iaboratory of 
chemistry of the Indiana University at 
Bloomington, and an analysis of it is 
under way.

THE LATEST IN 
MOTOR AMBULANCES 


A motor ambulance, the body of 
which at first glance appears to be a 
limousine, has recently been placed in 
service by the A. M. Ragsdale Com- 
pany, an Indianapolis undertaking 
concern, and was first used in con- 
nection with the hospital service at 
the recent Indianapolis Speedway races. 
The chassis is the same as those used 
on the regular Premier four-cylinder 
models. 

In the construction of the ambulance, 
speed, ease in riding and a wish to 
avoid the morbid curlosity of pedes- 
trians, were incorporated:in the design. 
A dowble floor practically eliminates 
all sound from the machinery while 
the patient is in the car. There is 
an entrance on each side of the car 
back of the driver's seat, and half of 
the back of the car opens, forming 
an entrance for the stretcher, which 
is of folding canvas design. The 
canvas is mounted on a folding steel 
frame which folds and locks to hold 
it in place. The stretcher is operated 
over a roller concealed under the cush- 
fons of the rear seat and fits into 
steel grooves fastened to the front and 
rear of the interior of the body. The 
sides, back and front of the interior 
re upholstered in  bDlack  ileather. 

here are two folding chairs, one of 
which is moved to make room fo@mthe 
stretcher, while the other forms a seat 
for the physician. Half of the rear 
seat is also available when the stretch- 
er is in use. The double floor in the 
ear also serves for storing the stretch- 
er when not in use, or for storing the 
extra chair not used when the stretch- 
er is in place. 

The body is finished in dark green, 
needie-striped with red. Each window 
is fitted with curtains which bear the 
company’s name. When the ambulance 
ie approaching the patient’s home or 
hospital, however, these curtains are 
raised, thus removing all appearances 
of an ambulance, and assuming that

Mr. Davidson was 
then grand master of the Georgia Ma- 
scns, and Masonic ceremonies were used 
in the cornerstone laying. 


Capitol’s Cornerstone Laying. 


The laying of the capitol’s corner- 
stone tock place on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 2, 1885, under circumstances 
most auspicious, and the ceremonies, 
arranged by a joint committee from 
the house and senate, of which Colonel 
B. F. Abbott, of Atlanta, was chairman

He stated the present popu- 
lation was a transient one, and would 
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move on as soon as the canal was com- 
pleted. 

“The soil is good* but would not be 
considered fertile. The United States 
has been making investigations, and a 
report will be rendered soon in regard 
to the agricultural possibilities of the 
isthmus. For my own part I do not 
think that the country offers extraor- 
dinary inducements to the settler. As 
scon as the great highway between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific is established 
I am certain Panama itself will have 
ceased to be of interest.”

Ballinger Courts Investigation. 

Adoption of the Flint resolution Wag 
followed by the presentation by Sen- 
ator Jones,of Washington, of a letter 
from Mr. Ballinger urging an inquiry 
of the broadest scope and expressing 
the opinion that it would disclose that 
certain officers of the forestry service 
had been guilty of pernicioug activity 
in inspiring the charges against him. 
Mr. Jones gave notice that unless some 
other senator did so, he would offer 
a resolution calling for a joint con- 
gressional investigation. 

Ballinger Hits at Pinchot. 

Secretary Ballinger in his 
Says in part: 

“Any investigation by congress of 
the interior department or of any of 
its officers should be sufficiently 
broad and far-reaching to put at rest 
the suspicions, criticisms and repre-

Having opened the channel for @ 
congressional inquiry, the selection of 
the proper tribunal to hear the eyi- 
dence for and against both Mr. Bal- 
linger and Chief Forester Pinchot be- 
comes an important question. Repub- 
lican leaders in the senate have prac- 
tically agreed that Senator Nelson, 
chairman of the committee on public 
lands, should be at the head of the in- 
quiry. 

Joint Committee Not Favored. 

A joint committee of the senate and 
house is -not favored, on the ground 
that it would be cumbersome, and a 
speqjal committee is opposed because 
it is feared that there would be pre- 
cipitated a scramble to have placed 
thereon men who are prejudiced either 
for or against one of the principals 
in the controversy. It is considered 
likely, therefore, that the decision, if 
the senate determines the _ selection, 
will fall upon the senate committee 
on public lands. This committee is 
made up of men who understand the 
public lands question, and the repub- 
lican members include adherents of 
both of the parties to the controversy, 

Shy of the Insurgents. 

A resolution by Senator Gore nam- 
ing an investigating committee of 
eight memberg each of the senate and 
house and including on that commit- 
tee several of the so-called “insurgent 
senators,” was successfully sidetracked 
fy Senator Aldrich, who had it re- 
ferred to the committee on public 
lands.

The crisis long foreseen by non-partisan observers of the administra- 
tion has come to pass, and President Taft finds himself at last compelled 
by converging circumstances to institute a merciless public investigation 
of the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy.

That version may or may not 
be entirely accurate; at any rate, it serves the purpose -of precipitating a 
settlement of a dangerous situation while “saving the face” of all parties 
involved.

According to an opinion rendered by 
Judge James K. Hines, special attorney 
to the state railroad commission, that 
body has no jurisdiction over baggage, 
cab and taxicab companies. 

There have been so many inquiries 
upon this point from Atlanta and other 
cities of the state by persons, some of 
whom seemingly had complaints they 
wanted to lodge, that the- commission 
decided to take up the question and 
determine just what its powers are in 
respect to these companies. 

Judge Hines says that, while there 
is a clause in the body of the act which 
apparently gives the commission juris- 
diction over all common carriers, and 
such companies would come under this 
classification, at the same time com- 
mon carriers are not mentioned in the 
caption of the act, which the constitu- 
tion requires before any power given 
under an act can become valid. Fur- 
thermore, the legislature proceeds in 
the act to name specifically the various 
classes of common carriers and other 
corporations over which the commis- 
sion is given jurisdiction, as if to ex- 
clude those not so specifically desig- 
nated. 

The. commission has not yet acted tn 
the matter, but it has heretofore 
adopted all of Judge Hines’ opinions 
as to things of this sort, and it is quite 
probable it will take this view of the 
case when the matter comes up for 
decision.

In addition to large sums already 
sent out to the schoo! teachers of the 
state this month, Governor Brown is 
preparing to make another payment of 
10 per cent within the next few days. 


He has escertained from the state 
treasurer that this can be done and 
still leave plenty of funds to take care 
of the pensioners and all other claims 
on the state with the beginning of the 
new year. 

The additional payment to be made 
will bring the amount paid out during 
December up to more than $800,000, 
and the total of the 1909 school fund 
paid out during the year up to ap- 
proximately $1,376,000, or €1 per cent 
of the total appropriation of $2,250,000. 

While about 63 per cent of the 1608 
school fund was paid out during 1908, 
the total fund for that year was only 
$2,000,000,, so that the total amount 
paid out was approximately $1,275,000. 
or $100,000 less in actual cash than will 
have been paid out this year on the 
1909 fund. 

This has been done despite the fact 
that the 1909 pensions were all paid in
